Tar Ratepayers are, wo are glad to 
learn, bestirring themselves to put the 
Municipal Finances right. ‘The Annual 
Report and Budget of the Counoil are 
disquieting and unsatisfactory, The 
extravagance of the Police schome 
alarmed many who had not taken the 
trouble to examine it when its provisions 
were volaminonsly unfolded a year or 
two ago by its projector. ‘The heavy 
sum required to pay off.the Polico 
gratuities must now be replaced, and 
the combined result of bad time: 
waste Las been to saddle the community 
with a deficit which may be taken at 
sixty thousand taels, The Ratepayora 
must bear some of the blame for this; 
bat the greater part of it should fall 
on previous Councils who permitted 
themselves to be hurried into the sup- 
port of an ambitious scheme for a now 
police, and made expeusive arrange- 
ments connected with it, before .t had 
received the sanction of the Ratepayers, 
The evil has been done, and there is 
little good in consuring those who 
originated or supported this mistaken 
policy; what is now required is that 
whenever opportanities ocour every 
retrenchment should be made 60 as to 
bring the expenses of the police depart- 
ment to reasonable dimensions. Tho 
outgoing Council do not seem to have 
thought that a portion of the heavy 
doficit might be reduced by economy 
in this part of their service. Yet we 
think that a good saving may be made 
under this head in the course of the 
year. Vacancies will occur among tho 
foreign staff, and mauy of those noed 
not be filled up. There are far too 
many subordinate officers; their num. 
ber, compared to the number of the 
constables they have to overlook, is pre« 
posterous, and every opportunity must 
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be taken to reduce their numbers. As 
wo-understand that all foreigners in the 
police have agreements with the Council 
extending over some years, this appears 
the only way by which the Police ex- 
pensos, under this head, can be brought 
within prudent limits. We are not 
advocates for parsimony in this branch 
of the Municipal service; what we and 
the public require is that money shall 
not be squandered. The new police 
echeme is too oxtravagant, and the 
Council will be required to bring it 
within limits suitable to the present 
condition of the settlement, and to 
what onr requirements are likely to be 
for some time to come. We are not 
withont hope that if this policy bo 
steadily pursued a considerable saving 
may be effected before the present 
Council goes ont of office. We do 
nob care to euter just now upon the 
much discussed questions connected 
with the lighting of the Settlement, 
These will be approached by the 
Ratepayers at their meeting on Friday 
in.a differont spirit from that which 
actuated them last year. Bat here, as 
in every other department of the 
Municipality, it is absolutely neces- 
sary that strict economy should be 
practised, and that no personal or other 
feolings should be allowed to interfere 
with public duty; and public daty re- 
quires at the presont time the redaction 
of our expenses to tho lowest figure, 
compatible with efficiency in the differ. 
ontdepartmonts. ‘The one great redac- 
tion of expenditure which is proposed 
in the Budget does not recommend 
itself to many ratepayers. No doubt 
cousiderablo sams have of late years 
been spent on maintaining the roads, 
but it is quite possible that a mach 
larger sum than the Council propose 
to set apart for that purpose during 
this year, may be required. A vory wet 
season may make it absolutely necessary 
to spend a sum far beyond what is pro- 
vided in the Budget. And this coutis- 
gency, with other considerations, lead 
us to view tho proposal in the Budget, 
under this heading, with considerable 
doubt and disfavour. 

‘The Amendment to reimpose Dues 
upon Merchandize, or, as these were 
formerly commonly called, Wharfago 
Dues, is likely to receive very inflaen- 
tial support. These were abolished in 
1879, asthe largeimporters of opium had 
practically carried thoir business to 
the French Concession. The deficit 
thereby caused in the wharfago duos 
amounted to between fifteen and twenty 
thousand taels, and the Council of 
the time proposed at a Special Meot- 
ing of Ratepayers that the whole dues 
should forthwith be abolished. There 
were many Ratepayers who deprecated 
this hasty action; but the majority 








supported the Council. Should it now 
be determined that the wharfage dues 
shall be again levied, it is, we under- 
stand, expected that the revenue from 
them will go far to meet the deficiency 
on the Badget for this year, and should 
that not prove the case, it will be pro- 
posed to give power to the Council to 
provide whatever additional fands may 
be necessary by the issue: of debentures: 
At the same time the movers of the 
Amendment will propose that the Mu- 
nicipal Rate on Foreign houses shall 
not be increased. The effect of this 
Inst amendment will be to swell the 
deficiency in the Budget by about Taels 
12,000, the amount which the addition 
to the Municipal Rate was estimated 
to produce, and the whole deficit will 
then be about seventy thousand tacls. 
The resolve to provide for the de- 
ficiency by uyuin luvying the wharfage 
dues, is sufficient evidence of tho 
disinclination on tho part of mer- 
chants and owners of property to 
increase direct taxation on housos 
and land. There are, however, mauy 
who think that the fairest way, and 
that which would be the best for 
the Settlement, would be to increnso 
direct taxation. Theso Ratepayers point 
to the fact that the wharfage dues were 
abolished because this Settlement was 
placed at a disadvantage compared with 
the French Settlement, where no such 
dues have ever been le} To use 
Lord Beaconsfield’s phrase, mach has 
happened since then ; and the present 
condition of affairs is favourable to the 
reimposition of the dues. The money 
obtained from them will make it no 
longer necessary to issue a largo amount 
of debentures; about the worst way of 
getting out of our difficulties that could 
have been proposed. If the economies 
we have suggested, and some others by 
which a fow thousand taels may be 
saved by jadicions pruning of the ex- 
penditare, are carried out, it is very 
probable that no Loan may be required. 
It would, perhaps, be rash to specalate 
on a termination of the political troubles 
that have hampered trade and made 
enterprize languish during the last yoar, 
bat as things may improve politically 
and commercially in 1885, the Council 
may be in a much better position a 
twelvemonth hence than it is now. 
And if it is found in the meantime that 
the wharfage dues are injariously affect- 
ing tho interests of the community, their 
abolition cau be considered at any fature 
time. Their reimposition now will save 
us from borrowing to pay our debts; but, 
if the amendment is carried, we hope 
the Council will not think it necessary 
to omit the slightest part of the atten-

‘THE FRENCA NOTIFICATION.—1 
‘Tue effect on trade of the Notification 
that the Frenok intend to exercise fall 
belligorent rights at sea is of greater 
interest to us than its international 
aspect, We may leave the question of 
Jaw arising from the Notification itself, 
and whatever may be done in oarrying 
it ont, to the Onbinets of European 
nations and of the United States. These 
will be advised by their legal officers,and 
any sotion that they may take will be 
based on intornational inw. Nothing 
thatcould be written out here would have 
the lightest effect on French statesmen, 
or on the Cabinets of other countri 
and therefore very little good wonld 
dono by entering into a discussion on the 
legality or tho policy of the intimation 
mhich France has given to the other 
Powers, who are interested in China 
aud Ler commerce, We may take 
it for granted that France has 
noted quite within her rights; and we 
may be certain that if anything not 
justified by international law is done 
by hor naval commanders in stopping, 
searobing, or capturing, on the high 
sens the ships of other nations, the 
rulers of the uation or nations so ag- 
grieved will take immedinte steps to 
vindicate the rights of their marine, 
Thore is so much jealousy of exch 
other ab the present time among 
European uations, and the conduct 
of their Governments is 80 jealousy 
watolied, that any Inches on the part 
of statesmen, from which in; 
to national interests or pride might 
result, would be promptly detected by 
their politionl! opponents, aud redres~ 
sive action demanded. It would cer- 
tainly be so in Englund, and we should 
imagine also in Germany and France; 
while tho advent to power in the United 
States of the Party which particularly 
requires to recommend itself to great 
masnes of the people by the vigour 
of its polioy and faithfulness to the 
best interests of the country, will, we 
hope, secure the co-operation of Mr. 
Cloveland’scabinetin measures Liat may 
be necessary to protect the rights of 
non-belligorents. Thus, we feel some 
confidence that the French commanders, 
while carrying out the terms of the 
notification, will do so in such a way as 
to avoid all risk of giving offence to 
other foreign nations ; and, that should 
there unfortunately be any departure 
from this cuntious policy, the attention 
of the Ministry in Paris will be promptly 
drawn to the acts of their naval com- 
manders in theso seas, and a proper 
control exercised over them. ‘Th 
will, at ieast, diminish the risk of t 
neutral Powers becoming involved in 
the present wretched quarrel, which, 
as we pointed out mouths ago, is the 
chief danger to them, aud especially 
to England, 









































Bat we mny take account: as far aS 
possible of the effect which the adoption 
by the French of theie fall belligerent 
rights at sea is likely to have on foreign 
commerce in Chinn. Anything which 
interferes with the free current of trade 
injares it, But as regards Shaughni 
wo do not apprehend that any serious 
injary to the trade of the port is likely 
to occur, The right of search at sea 
will not act as a blockade would, and 
20 long as stenmors have free ingress to 
and egress from the river, the trade of 
this port will be very little affected. 
The position of foreign merchants 
generally will not be injared more 
than it will necessarily be by con- 
tinuanoe of the state of war or semi-mar. 
Those who hase been selling arms 
to the Chinese, and those who have 
been furnishing the Frenoh ships with 
coals and other supplies, will probably 
find their ocoupation gone, or 80 ham- 
pered as to make its pursuit too risk; 
Bat the sympathy bestowed on these 
perous by the general commanity will 
be vory limited, and, indeed, many will 
think that at the present time the 
port would be better without them, 
Steamboat aud shipping companies 
will suffer from loss on the freight 
of munitions of war, and other stores 
imported by the Obinese Government, 
or oarried on its account from one place 
toanother. But this may benefit the 
foreign and native merohants who con- 
fine their operations to the sale of goods 
and the purchase of produce, by re- 
ducing the feoight on their imports and 
exporls, and on goods carried const« 
ways. For, tho heavy extra insarauce 
which will be exacted on all vessels 
carrying mauitions or materials of war, 
will prevent shipments being made in 
them of the articles of penceful com- 
merce; and this will have the effect of 
reducing freight on the latter. ‘This 
miny riot amount to much, but atill it ie 
something, and it may have a gront 
effect out here, should freight to the 
north be considerably lowered thereby. 
For, as lias often been seen, the Ci 
nese dealers hurry to ebip away their 
purobases of manufactures at those 
times when any reduction has bee: 
made in freights, It may bo eid that 
oue effect of the French Notification 
niny be to trausfer much of the carrying 
trade of the Enst to steamers under other 
than the British fag. Bat we presume 
that the attention of the French com- 
manders is to be bestowed on the ships 
of other nations besides Bugland. 
It not, the English Government will 
lave something to say to that policy, 
aud perbaps the ensiest way of pro- 
teoting the ships of their countrymen 
will be to place them under convoy on 
Chiva const. Should that be done 
it is not probable that the French com- 
manders, even with their vastly superior 
force, would venture on any interference 
with English ships or steamers. Bat 
we have no expectation that matters 
will proceed to anything like that. It 
is obvious that vessels uuder any other

They 
may onrry stores and troops for the 
French ; but it is donbtfal if auy Power 
would permit its shipowners to act in 
such an unfriendly manner to the 
Chinese, Nor. would steamer lines of 
high standing lend themselves to such 
8 policy. It was stated by the Ohairman 
of the Peninsularand Oriental SteamNa- 
vigation Company at the Inst mecting of 
olders, that the Directors had re.

When the French lately proposed 
to purchase steamers in England for 
transport purposes, the Chinese Am- 
bassador made some sort of a protest 
to Lord Granville. The negotiations 
for buying the steamers. were broken 
off, and thongh that may have oc 
curred from other reason possie 
ble that the represoutations or protest 
of the Marquis Teéug induced the 
Secrotary for Foreign Affairs to inter 
fere. But whether he did 80 or not, 
and although the Ministers of other 
Powers might leave their shipowners to 
fot as they pleased, and the result sliould 
be that all supplies for the belligerents 
were ontried by steamers other than 
English, the gain to the other nations 
by this would be very small, No mer- 
chant could afford to ship his wares 
by a steamer ontrying warlike store 
the rate of insurance would be very 
high, It would be made high by the 
underwriters, whether the risk of oaps 
ture by Ohinese cruisors was gront or 
small, Practically, therefore, the 
to English owners by their consing

THE SENTENCE ON T‘ANG CHIUNG. 

Iw the absence of the evidence that has 
been brought against the Governors 
of Yiinnan and Kuangsi, and on the 
strength of which they have been 
formally condemued to  deonpitation, 
the Decree which their sentence 
has been published appenrs nn oxe 
ovedingly stupid document, OF course 
it is only fnir to remember that the 
evidence is absent, and also to con. 
clude that there most be circum. 
stauces of which we kuow nothing 
tat may justify, to a certain ox- 
tent, the displensure of the Empress ; 
bat there is no indication of this in the 
Deoree iteelf, which, on the contrary, 
contains stalements of a curiously self. 
inoriminnting wature, Now from alt 
we hear, aud judging from the testi 
mony of his old subordinate and friend, 
Goueral Mesny, it appenrs that Tang 
Chinng, in whose interest we are now 
more especially writing, line nn exe 
ceedingly good record, He has been 
described to us ne having alwaya shown 
himself brave, loyal, and honest; a 
man whose personal inflacioe was great, 
and whose services to the reigning 
honse have been such as to establish a 
strong claim npon the gratitade and 
respect of the Empress, But gratitude 
ling wever been a salient virtue of the 
Manch aud where there is no 0 
of gratitude it were vain to look for 
any sense of justice. ‘The disaster for 
which His Excellency lins beon cone 
demuned to die was foreseen by him; 
ho had repeatedly deolared himself un- 
able to defend the place with the means 
at his disposnl, having no forces but 
volunteers, or irregular infantry, at his 
command, In spite of this disadv 
tage, Lowever, lie managed so well as 
to extort an avowal of admiration from 
the attacking general, who himself 
bears witness to the stubbornness of 
the resistance be met with; aud fle 
though the place was lost, it 
possible with reason or justice to 
lay the blame upon T'ang Chinng in 
person, Chinese honour, however, must 

















































be avenged, and if it oaunot be avenged 
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at the expense of the French, one of the 
best officiuls in the Empire mast be 
snorificed. ‘That the step hns roused 
the indignation of some of the foremost 
statesmen of China is a fact to which 
we draw attention with pleasure. The 
two most prominent Chung-lfangs have 
protested against it; 80 las ‘Ting Puo- 
chén, a man of no small influence. All 
three have repeatedly pr 
the sontence passed upon 
on the oxcellent ground that it is 
doplorable to throw away the. life of so 
able a man, that his services sould not 
be lust to the State, and that instead 
vf being decapitated he ought to be 
retained in employment. The Empress, 
who seoms in this instance to be noting 
like an obstinate, foolish, aud vi 
woman, considers the good advice of 
hor high statesmen as only worthy of 
contempt, and hands over” the officers 
in question for the determination of a 
penalty, It is not to bo supposed that 
they care very muvh ; indeed they are 
far more likely to laugh at the whole 
proceeding, as it affects themselves, as 
a particularly childish farce. But, 
though the injustice done to ‘ang 
Ching is eufficiently grievous, thore is 
reason to hope that the supreme punish. 
ment will nob be actually inflicted. 
‘The case of Chung Hon affords a well- 
known precedent, Having arranged hi 
renty with Russia, ho telegraphed 
tonor to the Tsung-li Yaméu, The 
Yambu telegraphed back its approval, 
and the ‘Treaty was duly signed. Bat 
when Chung Hou arrived at 'Tientsin, 
he was informed that he had com 
mitted a grievous error in returning 
beforo he lad been formally recalled ; 
and on this imbecile, absard, aud trans- 
parent pretext he, too, was condemued 
to lose his bead. Of course tho real 
trouble was that his Treaty was un- 
acceptable; the Yameu, to save itself, 
douied over having approved of it; 
and Chung Hoo, after linguishing for 
months in the Board of Punishments, 
during which time he was robbed and 
bled in the most atrocious manner, ouly 
saved his life with a bribe of a million 
tacls, If T'ang Chiang is a wealthy 
man, he mny possibly do likewise. 
Considerations of justice and patriotism 
give way among ihe harpies of Peking 
before the greed of gain ; and unless the 
ex-Govornor is pardoned from motives 
of policy,—unless even stronger pres- 
sure is brought to bear upon the 
‘Empress than has been exercised hither- 
tothe condemned man will have to 
satisfy the avarice of his judges in 
order to save his life. It is true ina 
very special senso, ere in this country 
of morality, where the dom of the 
sages is olnimed ns inspiring all the 
acts of the ruling classes, that every 
man has his price.

‘The Cuarrman said in the absenco of 
Mr. Ringer, their Chairman, he had been 
asked to preside this evening. The busi- 
ness consisted of passing the accounts for 
the year 1884, the election of Stewards for 
the current year, and the consideration of 
certain additions and alterations to the 
existing rules of the Club, which the 
Ster ‘had thought it desirable to lay 
before the members of the Club for aj 

1. With to the accounts the 
‘Stewards regretted that they were not quite 
40 satisfactory as might be desired ; but at 





the same time they did not think there was 
the slightest cause for any anxiety about 
the decrease in their revenue. It was due 
entirely to exceptional and temporary 
causes, and not to any decadence of the sport 
of racing, which sport it was the special ob- 
ject of the Club to maintain. The past year 
had, financially speakin been unsatisfactory 
formost people, and had left them a smaller 
fund for amusement than in former years ; 
and it was therefore not surprising that the 
revenue had fallen off. He did not think 
there was any reason to apprehend that the 
income of the Clab would not resume ita 
former proportions ; and it was only neces- 
sary for the Stewards of the present year 
to exercise a little judicious economy to 
enable them to present at the next meeting 
a satisfactory statement of the Club's ac- 
counts. The accounts now laid before the 
meeting had been in the hands of members 
for some days.—The Chairman then pro- 
ceeded to compare the items with the 
corresponding items in the previous year’s 
accounts. With to prizes, it had 
always been the policy of the Stewards to 
make the prizes as valuable as possible ; 
he thought this year they had erred on the 
side of liberality. The entrance fees this 
year had amounted to only Tis. 8,565, 
against Tis. 12,970 last year ; and this ac- 
counted for the fact that they had absorbed 
the credit balance, and left a small debit 
balance in its placo, This, however, had 
sinco been expunged by the collection of 
subscriptions. With regard to the item of 
‘Tis. 840 for legal expenses, the Stewards 
viewed that amount with very great rogret. 
It was the cost of defending an action 
Drought against the Stewards by a Inte 
member of the Club ; and they were all, he 
thought, familiar with the causes which led 
to this expenditure being incurred. The 
matter was finished, as far as they were 
concerned, and he thought it highly un. 
desirable that any discussion shouk 
on it now. They had paid for their ex- 
‘ience ; and the Stewards would in future 
one before them in the decision of Sir 
Richard Rennie a very good guide as to the 
proper course to take if unfortunately any 
future occasion of the kind should arise. 
Although the entrance fees showed such 
a falling of, it was noteworthy that 
the number of stablus showed scarcely any 
diminution all. That tended to prove that 
the falling off had been entirely in what 
he might call the leviathan stables; 
and he was not at all sure that it was a 
matter of regret that these stables were 
now reduced. If they could only induce a 
large number of their members to enter a 
few ponies, he thought they would bo 
likely to get far better sport than out of a 
few large stables. The total result shown 
in the accounts was that their income had 
beon Tis. 15.560 against Tis. 19,513 last 
year. Tho deficit was almost ontirely. duo 
to the falling off in entrance fees. Before 
he resumed his seat he wished to say a fow 
words with to the property of the 
Club. The d Stand, as they wore 
‘aware, was not a very new building, and it 
had caused the Stewards a little anxiety 
before the last autumn meeting, because it 
was re) 2d that the roof was not in 
order. Pt eas therefore thought ean 
not to allow the public to use the roof 
during the meeting. The defects had 
since been remedied, and ho thought the 
building was now in very good substantial 
repair, With to the courses, he 
thought he could safely appeal to those 
ntlemen who were in the habit of attend- 
ing the race-course in tho mornings to bear 
him out in the statement that the courses 
had been kept in excellent order. Of 
course with the materials they had to work 
upon it was impossible to make a Sicawei 
Road of the inner course; but it was in 
very fair order. ‘The grass course could 
not perhaps be compared in size or sur- 
rounding scenery with some courses at 
home; but in regard to the condition and 
quality of the turf he thought it would 











compare with any course in the world, This 
was due entirely and solely to. their 
able Clerk of the Course. le amount 
of time and trouble which Mr. Fabris de- 
voted to keeping the course in order was 
very great ; and the warmest thanks of the 
meinbers were due to him for his care and 
attention to the course, They could not 
too highly appreciate Mr, Fabris’s services. 
(Hear, hear, and cheers). Before moving 
that the accounts should be passed he should 


be glad to answer any questions or give any 
explanations.

but they did not wish to fetter the choice 
of members. They could elect whom they 
Pleased.

Adler seconded, that the Stewards for last 
year should be re-elected for the current 
year. 

‘Mr. A. Rovuxsoy said in addition to re- 
cognising the services of their Clerk of the 
Course, the members ought to recognise 
the valuablo assistance they had received 
from the Stewards. 

‘The resolution was adopted unanimously, 

‘The meeting then proceeded to consider 
a number of alterations and revisions in the 
rules of the Club.

REPORT. 

‘Tho Receipts of tho Hospital during the 
past year havo been less by about Tis, 
2,800 than in 1883, which is due to the 
unnsually healthy summer and autumn, 
‘The Expenses have, however, beon fully 
met, and Tis, 1,683.44 has been written off 
for depreciation as detailed below, 

‘The amount at debit of Furuiture account 
is the samo as last year—the amount written 
off represents cost of Instruments from 
home (is. 278.90)—new carpets, oilcloth, 
extra waterworks fittings, repairs aud pure 
chases of bed sheetings aud other articles 
mostly of a perishable nature, 

‘The Governors have not felt themselves 
at present justified in reducin; 
with the Procureur des Lazaristos, who 
kindly allows it to run on at 5%, per 
annum—as the balance of the cost of the 
Now Suall-pox Hospital has to be met out 
of the funds in haud as well as further 
expenses in furnishing these warde—be- 

jes repairs to the General Hospital, 

ing, &e., which will have to be 
undertaken in the spring. 

The temporary small-pox wards, the ac- 
commodation of which was increased Inst 
winter, were found to answer all the cases 


















































made on them, 
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In the spring the applications made to 
the General Municipality and also to the 
French Municipality for funds to enable 
the Governors to erect n new and perma- 
nent Small-pox Hospital, as demanded by 
the community. were responded to by a 
grant of Tls, 9,000 from the former and 
Tis, 1,050 from the latter. ‘The lowest 
eatimate sent in by the architects, Messrs. 
Waters and Dale, amount to Tis. 6,300 
—to this had to be added their commis- 
jon, gas aud water fitt the 
filting of the disinfecting 
drains, &e, &e., amounting to over Tis. 
1,000 more,’ ‘Tho fands in hand, including 
the balance of the Council's grant of the 
provions year for the disinfecting stove, 
amounting to Tis, 329.05, have enabled the 
Governors to meet the expenditure so far, 
leaving them with a balance of Tis 212.15 
etill hand from these sources, but the 
Hospital funds will have to be ‘trenched 
upon to meet the balance of the contractor's 
claim, amounting to Tis, 600, and cost of 
Electric Bells, &c., &e., to the extent of 
‘is. 400 
jonsidering the space available, Dr.

Sonior,Consul, and, though no official pro- 
mise of support was given, the Committee 
received such unofficial assurances assatiafied 
them that in onse of need adequate assist- 
ance could be depended upon from that 
quarter. ‘The Municipal Council was also 
appealed to, and, with commendable promp- 
titude, seoureda very convenientaudauitable 
station on the Carter Road, and eatablished 
8 police foros there consiating of one foreien 
and one Sikh sergeant, and fifteen Sikl 
constables, in liew of the native policemen 
who had proviously been ewployed on the 































© measures at once quieted all appre- 
honsionsamougforeignersas wellas Chinese, 
and a sonse of perfect security has since pre~ 
vailed. ‘The Sikhs have proved themselves 
tobe admirably well qualified for the duty, 
and while they have nono of the aggressive- 
ness which characterizes some of the 





native constables towards their country- 
men, they inspire more respect and are 
much more effective in preserving order. 
‘The experiment of employing these men 
has doubtless been satisfactory, and will 
prove of value to the community 

‘The Council does vot appear, however, 
to have felt justified in continuing to pro- 
vide for the entire cost on its own 
sibility, aud hence no provision 
maintenance of the force has been made in 
the Budget ; but its withdrawal at the pre- 
sent juncture would be most unwise, and 
would cause a renewal of the feeling of in- 
security which proviously prevailed. ‘The 
residents on the road have therefore raised 
by subscription about two thousand taels 
towards the cost of the force for the coming 
year, and a resolution will be bron; 
before the ratepayers on Friday next 
questing them to authorize the Council to 

up thestation, and furuish the necessary 
ent of men, drawing from the 
pal funds such sums as may be 
required beyond the amount of the private 
subscription, ‘This would involve « public 
expouditure of about Tis, 1,000 per annum, 
perhaps, more than the cost of the old 
system of policing the roads, and this at 
Joust the Committee feel they cau reasonably 
ask for, 

Tt must bo borne in mind that many of 
the ratepayera reside on the Road, or aro 
omuers of property in that district, aud 
the latter are benefitted by such a measure 















































as much as the residents themselves, for if 
security cannot bo assured, their property 
vill lose much of its value. It must not 





be forgotten either that a large proportion 
of the residents of Shanghai look to the 
Bubbling-well Rond and its extension for 
their daily outings, and aro thus directly 
interested in tho snaintenancs of order there.

Now, Gentlemen, itseems tome 
that that is a contention that it is impossible 
to succeed in. 

Mr, Warsewrtcut said his contention 
was that there had been no real substitu- 
tion, 

His Lonpsair—However, there seems to 
be no doubt that the China Fires were. 
bought with the money produced by the 
sale of the Hongkong Fires, and that it 
was the intention of Mr. Bradfield that 
these shares should take the place of the 
Hongkong Fires ; and so far as Mr, Brad- 
field is concerned it seems to me that he 
did all that could be expected of him. I 
do not see how he could possibly be ex- 

ted to see that the shares were put by 
ieson, who was acting as agent for the 
plaintiff, into the envelope containing the 
laintiff’s securities or into his box at the 
jongkong Bank, So long as he saw that 
they came into the hands of Jamieson as the 
plaintiff's agent, it seems to me that Brad- 
field did all that on him lay ; and conse- 
quently he will have to be relieved of 
responsibility. I think therefore you will 
have to find that the China Fire shares 
prope took the place of the Hong- 

‘ong Fire shares; and when they were 
realised, so much as was required to pay off 
that particular loan was in fact so applied 
by Jamieson. You must consider the facts 
yourselves ; but it seems to me sufficiently 
clear that upon that point the defendant 
must succeed. There only remains the 

uestion of the Tis. 10,000 loan ; and on 
that I do not think you need trouble your. 
selves to consider anything further than 
whether there is any evidence that the 
defendant's money was applied by Mr, 
Jamieson to the liquidation of the loan 
covered by the bill of sale. Against it you 
have the fact that the bill of sale is out- 
standing—it has never been cancelled. By 
that Dill of sale the defendant undertakes 
to pay the plaintiff Tis. 12,000 ; and I do 
not find, either in my memory of the 
dence, ot looking back at my notes, or in 
the printed report of the evidence given 
by Jamieson—a witness in favour of the 
defendant—that he did apply this money 
in discharging this loan ; and although 
have it not in my notes, I find in the short- 
hand writer's notes a distinct statement on 
the part of Mr. Jamieson, in reply to Mr. 
Inverarity—I think you will remember it 
yourselves—to the following effect : “I did 
not tell Mr. Bradfield in March, 1883, when 
I sold his shares, that that loan against the 
bill of sale was repaid. That loan was not 
repaid at all. I realised all the shares I 
had for him in February and March, 1883, 
and then I believe there was a sufficient 
amount to pay off the bill of sale ; but it 
was not done.” According to that—it is 
not ‘in my own notes—he did distinctly 
make that statement ; and it seems to me 
—although I have it not in my notes—that 
it is distinctly in accord with his intentions. 
He wished that loan repaid, and that he 
paid Jamieson very considerable funds to- 














has | wards. repaying it cannot be doubted ; and 


there is no doubt he intended to pay Jamie- 
son more funds for the purpose by the 
sale of the “Poplars.” But the sale of the

ful whether Jamieson ever was in a position 
to take up and pay off the bill of sale. At 
any rate it was not cancelled, and I think 





ou will find that it never was paid off. 
These are the two points you have to de- 
cide. There is no doubt that there was a 
payment of Tis.

1,000 in cash would obviously 
reduce it to Tis. 25,000, ‘Then there ig 
Tis. 10,000 paid off—as I think you wiil 
find it'was paid off—by the sala of the 
China Fires.

15,000, Then, of course, the defendant 
admits that he is indebted somewhere 
about Tis. 7,000 ; 20 that if you agree with 
me you will’ find a verdict of somewhere, 
about Tis. 8,000 in addition to the Tia, 
7,000 that the defendant admits. Nodoubt 
this is one of those cases, unfortunately too 
common, in which an agent or middle man, 
entrusted with funds, gets into difficulties 
and employs them for his own purposes, 
Somebody must suffer, and you have to 
consider who is the person who, by his 
negligence or carelessness, has put him- 
tellin tho position of being defrauded in 
this way. Well, here probably both par- 
ties have been ina way negligent. ‘There 
is no doubt that Captain McQueen appears 
to have reposed unmerited ‘confidence in 
Jamieson ; and Mr. Bradfield, by putting 
his name to that bill of sale and not. seeing 
it cleared off, and also by entrusting his 
funds in this way to Mr. Jamieson, haa 
run avery considerable risk. © Unfortunate- 
ly in such cases innocent persons must 
suffer. Ido not think you will find any. 
dificulty, in arriving at a decision, You 
must consider the two cases separately. I 
do not wish to guide you absolutely; 
but T think you will haye no doubt sbout 
it that the loan of Tis, 10,000 has been 
Fad off by the sale of the China, shares, 
hen as to the question whether the pro- 
coeds of those other shares have been ap- 
propriated, on account, to the payment of 
this loan on the bill of sale, it seems to 
me tho natural thing to wait until you 
have got the whole amount of money, and 
thon clear it off and discharge the bill of 
sale.
